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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 6/16/05 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues, 'Thus, no cooled liquid or heated liquid is used to control the temperature 
of the cartridge as recited in claim 1." Claim 1 only requires "the temperature of the cartirdge is raised or lowered by heating or cooling 
one or more of the liquids used in step a) to d) before feeding to the cartridge." The teaching of 'Pawliszyn teaches heating the sample to 
futher increase the temperature differential between the sample and the sorbent in order increase partition coefficient of the 
sorbent/sample. This statement would give one an ordinary skill in the art the motivation to employ temperature control in an extraction 
system in order to speed the reaction and increase the analyte concentration in the sorbent or vise versus.
